OUR OTTAWA LETTER. 



Hon. Dr. Montague's Effective Speech 
la the Budget Debate— John 
Charlton Trapped. 



Liberal Extravagances and Expendi- 
tures to Which They Are Commit- 
ted- Westminster Penitentiary. 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, June 1, — Oratory is genorally 
regarded as a gift, and fortunate Indeed is 
tho man who possesses ib. Public spooking 
is spoken of as an " art," which may cer- 
tainly bo accjuirod by constant praotloo and 
study of all the mothods which tend to cap- 
ture a public audience. There is possibly 
no man in parliament who coin bines both 
oratory and tho art of publio spoaking to a 
greater oxtont than the Hon. Dr. Montague 
Indood, it is questionable whether there is 
any ono in Canada who can excel him in tho 
p.iwor (1 enlisting tho sympathies of his 
audlenoo and winning his way to thoir 
hearts. Timo and again tho opposition 
havo winood under the home thruBts 
of tho present Secretary of State, but 
during the seven or oigbt years in 
which ho has been In parliament, Dr. 
Montague nover scored Buch a buccobb aa ho 
did on Wednesday last. I havo already ad- 
v<rted to tho dullnoas of tho budgot " do- 
btito " aB it has been eilled, since Mr. Fob- 
tor made hiB tinanolal exposition. Day 
after day, for f ourteon sittings of tho Houbo, 
the timo if parliament was takon up by 
nearly sixty members who vamped up tho 
old arguments that had dono duty on many 
a previous occasion during the past fiftoen 
yours. What object tho opposition had In 
seeking to prolong tho dobate it is difficult 
to surmiso. If tho government could havo 
had itB way tho discussion would have ter- 
minated on 

THE VERY FIRST DAY. 

Members wondered when tho end would 
como, and were gratified to know that so far 
SB i ho ministry was concerned Dr. Montague 
would bo tho last Bpeakor. Ib is significant 
that after tho Socrotary of State had con- 
cluded his brilliant iffortnotono of the 
leaders of tho opposition ventured to rrply 
to him. Daring tho whole oourso of trio 
speech thoy sat thero looking like a lot of 
•pankod boys. Ib was a groab day for tho 
government benchoB, and a correspondingly 
depressing one for the opposition. 

Old parliamentarians havo reminded us 
this woek of tho timo when Dr. Montoguo 
firat entered parliament. Sir Richard Cart- 
wrighb, than whom few men In public life 
have a more venomous tongue, had been par- 
ticularly abusivo of the Member for Judge 
Upper, aB be styled him. Sir Richard Ib 
one with whom few members care to crosa 
swords, but on tho very first opportunity 
that he got tho now Sooretary of State gave 
Sir Richard a Roland for his Oliver. When 
be is the subject of criticism in the house 
tho .momber for South Oxford foigns com- 
plete indifference. Ho is either busily 
writing or sitting back in hiB chair with his 
sofb Fodora hat pulled down low over his 
oyos, and from the peculiar Bpootacles which 
he wears ib is diflioult to realize the effect of 
any observations upon Sir Richard. When 
he Ib hard pressed and has to rise in bin seat 
to repel some onslaught, on hiB 

REMOVING HIS HAT, 

which ho is compollod to do under the rules 
of tho house, listeners can readily discorn the 
impressions whioh have been made upon 
him. Rut as a rulo Sir Richard well dis- 
guises his feelings. Dr. Montague, on tho 
oooasion to which I havo juBt referred, 
pitched into Sir Richard in a mannor that 
that gentleman was nob expooting. Pres- 
ently his wrath began to kindle and took 
possession of him to such an extent that in a 
few minutes ho rose in a towering passion 
and appoaled to tho Speaker for protection 
against " the person who is addressing the 
houao. " This aotion upon Sir Richard's part 
demonstrated conclusively how badly ho had 
beon hit, as a man must bo in a vory bad 
temper indotd who will so far forget tho 
rules of parliament as to dub " an honor- 
able mombor " a " person. " Tho mem- 
bers of that timo greatly enjoyed tho tongue- 
lashing which Sir Richard Cartwrighb ro- 
coived, and from that day to this tho 
Oppositionists havo kept at a respectful 
dlstanco from Dr. Montuguo. 

I havo already mentioned tho fact that 
public speaking is an art which can bo culti- 
vated. The Socrotary of Stato bus paid 
diligent attention to all tho littlo tricks 
and deviccB by which an opponent may bo 
overturned or an uudionco captured. It is 
nob committing any broach of confidopco 
when I say that tho Secretary of State de- 
liberately laid trapa for memborB of tho 
Opposition, and tho oaso with which some 
of them droppod into bho holes specially 
dug for thom 

WAS MOST AMUSING. 

Sir Richard Curbwrighb and Mr. Laurler 
wore too wary for Dr. Montague. They 
know from past exporionco what bhoy mighb 
expocb, bub ib was highly edifying to the 
houao to notice tho eaBo with whioh that 
othor ago-worn politician, tho Banctimonious 
Mr. Charlton, roBo to tho bait that was 
thrown out to him. Tho Secretary of State 
referred to some of tho Incidonts which 
transpired during tho recont ministerial tour 
in Wostorn Ontario. Mentioning tho fact, 
aB showing the Inconsistencies of bho Liber- 
als on trade matters, that a circular bad 
boon issuod in 18S7 to tho manufacturers 
urging thom not to bo afraid of tho Liborala 
on tho trade policy, tho Secretary of State 
said that ono of tho members of tho houBo 
roprcaonting a Liberal conatituonoy in West- 
ern Ontario had doniod tho oxistonco of 
this oirculur. Dr. Montuguo vory innocent- 
ly obBorvod bhab ho could hardly bo oxpoob- 
ed bo oarry round with him on his campaign 
trips all tho Grit electoral literature whioh 
had been publlahed during tho last twenty 
years. Whereat Mr. Charlton in a snooring 
tone romarkod, " lb is a plby you have nob 
gob bhis circular now." Quick as a flash 
and wibh an obvious tone of triumph tho 
Secrotary of Stato produced tho very docu- 
ment. Tho house simply roared with do- 
light at tho mannor in whioh Mr. Charlton 
was oapturod. This was bub ono of many 
similar incidents. PerhapB, tho manner in 
which tho Sooretary of Stato twitted Sir 
Rlohard Cartwrighb about bho difficulty ho 
had exporionood in Boouring the nomination 
for South Oxford agiinsb Mr. Janes was as 
muoh appreciated by tho opposition aB by 
mombera to tho right of Mr. Speaker. 

Bub to rofer for a moment or two to the 
Bpeooh Itsolf. Tho Soorotary of State 



levelled aomo aerloua charges againBb tho 
Liberals, nob ono of which they would deny. 
Thub tbe 

LIBERALS ARE DISUNITED 

is obvious. The Cartwright incidenb in 
South Oxford, to which allusion hos previ- 
ously been mado, is a notable inBtanoo in 
point. Ib has pleasod the Liberals to ad- 
vanoe aa ono of their strongest arguments 
againat the government that it ia persist- 
ently extravagant. Many people objeot to 
the tu que quo style of argument, bub once 
in a while It is nob altogether oub of plaoo to 
apply Ib for the purpose of teBtlng tho sin- 
cerity of the men sitting on tho opposi- 
tion bonohoa. Dr. Montague produced a 
valuable oollootion of statistics showing 
what had boon done by tho Mackenzie ad- 
ministration from 1871 to 1878. Then he 
went a step further. Tho Liberals havo 
beon in opposition in tho Dominion now for 
nearly sovenloen years, bub they havo had 
full swing in Bovoral of tho provincoa. In 
Ontario, Quobeo, Now Brunswick, Nova 
Scotia and Manitoba, fivo provinces which 
tho LiberalB have administered, tho aggro- 
gate avorago expenditure has beon increased 
from 87,900,000 in 1882, to §11,000,000 in 
1 89-i, while tho debts of four of the pro- 
vinces have gone up from $l(j,982,000 in tho 
former year, to $;j(i,000,000 in the latter. 
When the LiberalB attained power in Nova 
Sootia tho provincial debt was but $98,000 
In 1893 the provincial liabilities hud increased 
to $.'1,142,000. It haB bsen repeatodly 
denied by Ontario Liberals thab Mr. Lau- 
rler had given his adheBlon bo the interpro- 
vincial rosolutiona. Tho Socrotary of Stato 
Bhowed by tho publio records thab Mr. 
Laurier had emphatically plcdei d himself to 
a carrying oub of thoan rosolutiona if ever 
the Liborals got inbo power, aDd doBpibo the 
fact that bho LiberalB olaim to be the groat 
advocates of oconomy, thoy aro willing to 
go into power pledged to an increase of ex- 
psndituro amounting bo $1,700,000, bhab 
boing the annual outlay involved in bhe 
adopbion of tho roeolutiona of tho intorpro- 
vincial oonforeica. 

The division which took place in tho early 
houra of Thuraday morning gavo tho govern- 
ment bho gratifying mo jority of 46, although 
it Is twelve Bhort of bho regular party ma- 
joriby, bhat number of Conservative mom- 
bora boing absont unpaired. 

Tho members from Bribish Columbia have 
had a lengthy talk with Sir Charlea Tuoper 
on tho cordltion of affairs in the New West- 
minster penitentiary, and thoy are in groat 
hopes that some action will be taken 
whereby the present stigma attaching to 
thab instibution will bo removed.

Col. Prior rallied tho oppoaltion on the 
fact that when Hon. Mr. Laurler and 
Messrs. Gibson and Frasor visited Viotoria 
last year bhoy used honoyod words and fair 
promUeB, and when it waB 'proposed bo ren- 
dor an aot of justioo to Chief Juatice Davie 
thoy strongly oppoBed it. 

Tho militia eatimatos wore under diacua- 
slon to-night. Hon. Mr. Dickey announced 
that tho permanent corps would bo out down 
from 1,000 to 800. An animated diaouaaion 
took plaoo. Col. Prior spoko Btrongly against 
tho proposal.

— (Spocial)— At threo 
o'olock this afternoon in tho preBonco of an 
immonso gathoring, whioh included noarly 
two thousand in vitod guoata, Lord Aberdeen 
performed the ooremony of unvoiling tho 
Btituo ereotod on Dominion equaro to bhe 
momory of the lato Sir John A. Macdonald. 
Tho proceedings began by tho ploying of 
" God Savo the Quoen " by all tho oity rogi- 
montol bands simultaneously. Sir Donald 
A. Smith thon dolivored tho oponing ad- 
dress, which waa a warm oulogium of tho 
dead statesman, tho spoukor dwelling par- 
ticularly upon tho devotion which Sir John 
had always manifoatod to tho principlo of 
British connection, und his unswerving 
loyolty and patriotism. Tho Govornor Gon- 
oral'a oration followod. Hia Excollonoy's 
remorka did nob occupy moro than about u 
quarter of an hour. Ho recalled tho estima- 
tion in v?hich Sir John bad boon held in tho 
country during hia Ufa timo and tho ahock 
whioh tho nowB of his death hod caused 
throughtub tho British Empire, and ho said 
tho homo govornmnnb had fully recognized 
thn value of tho aorvicoB rondored by him. 
His Exoollonoy thon pulled tho string whioh 
rolcoBed tho faateninga and the drapory foil 
down and rovoaled tho handaomo atalao.

Florence Again Visited by Earth" 
quakes-Successful Test of 
the Baltic Canal. 



Destructive Conflagration in Formosa 
—Turkish Situation Materially Im- 
proved-Cloudburst 

London, Juno 6. — A sharp earthquake 
early thia morning arouood almost every« 
body in Florenco from their beds. It was 
followed by a succesaion of other subterranci 
cue disturbances, in rapid succession, tho 
people rushing to the streets, where they 
romained greatly alarmed. The groatest 
exaitemenb provailed, whole families re- 
maining huddled together guarding their 
moat valuable possessions. Many people fell 
on their knees in tho Btrcots und prayed, 
while othors ruahod abnut adding bo tho 
panic which provailed. Aa fur as known, 
the shocks woro only aevoro enough to ehake) 
down movable articles from shelves, side- 
boards, etc., ulthougn there was consider- 
ublo Bwaying of houses. During tho day 
tho pooplo b;cume convinced thab thero was 
no danger, and as thoro were no moro 
Bhocks the panic subsided and everybody 
returned to their homos. No aoriouB dam- 
ago bus been done by this latest aubterran. 
ean disturbance. 

Prof. Northnagol will accompany Prof.

The steamer Palatlo, with Prince Hohen- 
lohe and othor members of the Counoil of 
Ministers aboard, travoraed the liultio Oinal 
for 100 kilomotroB, and demonstrated the 
oomplote success of the canal. 

Tho native quarter of Taiph Fu, Ialand of 
Formosa, haa beon burned, and during the 
conlhgration a magazine exploded and 
killed 90 Chinose. The Germun gunboat 
Itlia find on tho Chinese forts at Hobo, pre- 
sumably because a steamer wibh Fang, 
preaidenb of tho Bo-called republic ef For- 
mosa, wu8 on board with a number of 
refugees. Tho forts were silenced by the 
fire of a gunboat and tho native gunners 
fled.

Ten persons wero drowned at Bal- 
llngen, at Lanfon fifbeen persona were killed 
and ob Frommern Beven were killod and nine 
are mlaaing. 

Tho situation as to bhe sebtlemenb of the 
dispute betwoen the Turkish government 
and tho representatives of tho powers re- 
garding the reforms in Armenia shows con- 
siderable improvement, undoubtedly due to 
the attltudo of the powers in refusing bo ac- 
cept any modification of the programme 
mapped out for the improvement of the con- 
dition of Armenia.

VANCOUVER. 

Vancouver, Juno G. — In a recent edition 
the Colonist roferred to gold having been 
found near Vancouver. It waB impossible, 
however, to obtain detailed information 
at tbo time. Persistent inquiries since 
have been the means of ascertaining that a 
vein of rich froo milling gold oro hag been 
found 16 miles from Vancouver. Tho cluim 
is stakod and registered. It is in tho dircc 
lion of Seymour Creek und it oan be easily 
reached. Tho vein is narrow but tho oro is 
rich, free milling, and tho Bilvor in it would 
pay a great deal more than tho ooBt of work- 
ing. In North Vanoouvor there are im- 
mense deposits of iron pyrites running $u' 
and §7 gold to the ton. It would cost about 
$8 to oxtraot tho gold. In Prof. Dawson's 
roport on tho mineral lands of British Col- 
umbia it is stated that gold had been taken 
out of Seymour creek in paying quantities, 
but work had been uftorwards abandoned 
on aocounb of tho great expense of getting 
the gold from the creek, tho bed of tho river 
consisting of boulders buriod beneath several 
feet of quicksand. Tho oxpenso would not 
bo bo groat now as in formor times on ac 
count of improved machinery. 

Tho U.S. cutter Mohican will arrive hero 
from Soattlo on Saturday and remain hero 
two weeks. She will test tho anthracite 
coal. 

The lodgo of Rathbono Sisters was wol 
coined by the Grand Lodge K. of P. at 2 
o'clook to day. It is likely that tho charter 
foo for new lodges will be materially roduood 
at this session.

Besides military 
manoeuvres there will bo aquatics, bioyolo 
races and a lacrosse match.

SUICIDE AT SEA. 

An East Indian Educationalist Jumps From 
the " City of Topeka " and 
Is Drowned. 

Port Townmend, June 5. — (Special) — 
Prof. Nash, head of the British educational 
department of the Eist Indies and husband 
of a Hindoo princess, on Monday afternoon 
committed suioide by jumping from the 
steamship City of Topeka, a fow miles north 
of Quoen Charlotte Sound. Tho Professor's 
wife is splendidly educated and the heiress 
to immousely valuable estatos In Hindostan. 
Prof. Nash had boon absent from home in 
England for fifteen years and was returning 
to tho old country via tho Orient, California, 
Alaska, Vellowstono Park and New York. 
On Monday the two ongaged, it is said, in a 
petty quarrel, and ho threatened to jump 
overboard. She said if he persisted in mak- 
ing the threat that oho would toll the cap- 
tain. " Well, toll him if you want to," was 
tho answer. Just as Mrs. Nash turned to 
communioate with Capt. Wallace the Pro- 
fessor loaped over tho rail into tho sea and 
was drowned. A life-buoy wbb thrown to 
him hut he made no effort to reach it, and 
went down in plain Bight of his wife. Boats 
wero lowered and tho moBt diligent search 
was made, but without avail. MrB. Nash 
will probably return to India.

Chief Justice Davie Decides That tie 
Province Can Prevent 
Their Export. 



Appeal of Joseph Boscowitz Dismissed 
and the Constitutionality of 
the Game Act Aillrmed. 

The right of the Provlnoe to protcot deer 
by prohibiting the export of their akina wsb 
upheld yoaterday by a judgment of Chief 
JuBtico Davie, deciding thatthe Beotionof the 
game aot under which Mr. JoBoph Boscow- 
itz had been convioted in the police court of 
having in his poaaoaelon deer Bkina with In- 
tent to oxport, was intra viros of tho provin- 
cial legislature. Tho caae being a teet one, 
taken by consent of both parties for the pur- 
pose of getting a decision upon the constitu- 
tionality of tho game aot, no oosts vreie 
given against the appollant, Mr. Boacowilz 
The full text of the judgmont follows ; 

Ic the matter of an appoal from the do- 
cision of Furquhar Macrae, S.M., for Vic- 
toria. Between Frederick S. Hueaey, re- 
spondent, and .Joaoph Boacowitz, appellant. 

Section 7 of Iho " Gamo Protection Act, 
189u," providea that no peraon shall at any 
time puroliuBi or huve in poBaeaaion with in- 
tent to export or Oiuae to bo exported, or 
carried out tf the limits of tho province, or 
Bhall at any time or in any mannor export, 
or cuuie to bu ( xported or carried out of tho 
limits of thia province, any, or any portion 
of the animals or birds mentioned in thia 
ac" (deer are animals mentioned in tho act) 
in their raw etute. 

Too present appeal cornea boloro the 
court by way of a c.Be atatod under clause 
9U0 ol tho code, froin a conviction of tho 
appellant for unlawfully having in his 
possession with intent to export, certain 
portions, to wit, hides in their raw atato, ol 
an animal mentioned in the " Game Pro- 
tection Act, 1895," to wit, a deer, contrary 
to the form of the statute in such case made 
and provided ; and paragraph 1 of tho oaee 
Btatea that " it was admitted by tho appel- 
lant that the proceedings had btforo the 
magistrate were legal and regular, and that 
if the proviaiona of Bection 7 of the ' Gamo 
Proteotlon Aot, 1S95,' wore Intra virea of the 
provincial legislature of the Provinco of 
British Columbia, tho convlotlon was proper- 
ly mado." 

But tho evidonoe upon which the oonvio- 
tion prooeeded ia aunt xed to tho ciae, and 
expressly by paragraph 2 thereof made part 
of the caae ; and from tnat evidence it ap. 
peara that the collection of fura, the aubject 
of the present charge, wore obtained not 
from British Columbia only but from the 
adj ioent foreign Itla ir'8 as well. I take it to 
be clear that, aa regards akina of animals 
slaughtered in the adj .cent foreign islands, 
there is nothing In the aot to prohibit their 
export, nor the having them In po sesaion for 
export purposod, any more than the tkina of 
deer killed by Indians or settlors In tho un- 
«r^aniz id c'b rlota of ih> pic ne lo Me 
immediate neceaBitlea of food (neo: Iuu 17 of 
the act dis;inotly enoctirg (ha* 1 a provisions 
ahull not apply to those cases); and I think 
probably there would be nothing to proven} 
the exportation of the hidoa of deor killed 
by a farmer when found depasturing within 
his cultivated fields. In any of these caeoB, 
I take it, an exception arises making the 
export of bidea permissible ; and there Is 
nothing in thia caae to Bhow that the hidoa 
which are the subject matter of theae pro- 
ceediDga are not within the exception ; on 
the contrary, the hides coming from the 
•foreign lalanda are dearly so. I call atten- 
tion to these exceptions, i.a it will be neces- 
sary that Borne regulations should be made 
to govern future caaes, and casting upon the 
defence the onus of setting up and proving 
the exceptions. 

As, however, for tbe purposes of this 
argument the parties havo agreed to waive 
consideration of these points, and, in the 
language of tho case, havo agreed : " That if 
the provisions of seotlon 7 aro intra vires of 
the Provinoe the conviotlJn la properly 
made," I pass to the consideration of thia 
loBt question. 

Seotion 7 la attaoked aa bolnga restriction 
of trade and commerce ; and that the Domin- 
ion parliament alone, under its general pow- 
er of legialatlon, and nndor Ita particular 
powers in connection with tho regulation of 
trade and commerce, may doolare what 
goods may or may not be exported from 
Canada. 

Ab bearing upon the point involved in this 
case, Bootion 91 of tho British North America 
Act glvea to the parliament of Canada, be- 
sides tho power generally to make lawa in 
relation to all matters not coming within 
the clausea of subjects by the act assigned 
cxoluaively to the provinces, the exoluaivo 
juriBdictiun to legislate for, among other 
thinga, tho regulation of trade and com- 
merce : Whilst, by seotion 92, the provinco 
may excluaively make lawa in relation to : 
(13), property und civil rights In the prov- 
ince ; and (16), genorolly ull mattera und 
thinga of a merely local or private nature in 
tho provinco. " 

With tho view thon of teating tho validity 
of tho section In question, and octing upon 
tho prinoiplo of interpretation laid down by 
tho Privy Council iu Dobio vs. Tho Temper- 
alltiee Board, L. K., 7 App. Cas. 136 : "The 
first Btop to bo taken ia to consider whether 
tho subject matter of tho act falls within 
any of tho classes of Bubjeota enumerated in 
section 92 If it does not, then tho act is of 
no validity. If it does, then theso further 
questions may arise, vl/. : Whether, not- 
withatanding ih*t it ia ao, the Bubjeot of tho 
act doea not alBo full within ono of the 
enumerated olaBsoB of aul jsota in section 91, 
and whether the power of tho Provincial 
Legislature ia not thereby over borne." 

Undoubtedly in many caBos the subjoct 
matter of legislation involvoa mat'or to Borne 
extent common to both sections !H and 92; 
for instance, tho distribution of estates and 
dischargo of insolvent debtors, which is one 
of tho Bubjicto coming within federal con- 
trol under Bub-ie )ti< a 2l t under tho head cf 
" Bankruptcy and Insolvency," would also, 
as pointed out in Gushing vs. Dupuy, L B. 
S App. Cas. 409, involvo matters relativo to 
procodurn in civil mattera, which by sub- 
soctlon 14 of Bection 92 belong oxo uelvoly to 
the provlnoe ; yot legislation on tho part of 
tho Dominion regulating tho procoduro in 
bankruptcy cases would bo quite valid, not- 
withstanding that procedure is a niattor ex- 
cluaively within tho jurisdiction of tbe 
provinco. Similarly, although by Bub-sec- 
tion 15 of aection 91 "banking" la ex- 
clusively within tho jurisdiction of the 
Dominic n, y it, ao shown by tiho Bank of 
Toronto vb Lambe, L. R. 12 App. Cas. 575, 
the provinces, under tho powor to regulate 
taxation, havo tho right to impose direct 
taxeB on banking institutions. 

It beoomoi then nscoasary to look to tie 
general fo-ipo of tho stat'ito in quostion. If 
the real Bcopo and intention of a statute 
passed by a legislature undor sootion 92 ifl 
to doal with some or ono of tho subjoots of 
sootion 91, thon, clearly, tho onaotmont is 
void. But, if tho gonoral scopo and inten- 
tion of the atatuto is only to regulate mat- 
ters coming within Bootion 92, thon the 
legislation will bo valid ; although, aa sub-

sidiary to tho genoral objoot and intention, 
matters may have incidentally to be dealt 
with which come within tho express lan« 
guage oj seotion 91. 

SoocionB 91 and 92 muBt, aa remarked by 
tho Privy Council in Citizens Ins. Co. vs. 
Puraone, L.R. 7 App. Cas. 96, bo read to- 
gethor, and the language of one interpreted 
and, whero necessary, modified by that of 
tho other, 80 as to reoonoilo tho respective 
powera they contain and givo efTect to ull of 
them. 

Applying then theae prlncip'ea to the 
present caao it socmB abundantly clear that 
tho general scope and Intention of the 
" Game protection aot, 1895," is, as its name 
Implies, tho preservation of tho game of the 
province. So far, then, the general object 
of tho act Is one relating to property and 
civil rights, and is "essentially local," aa 
applying only to the gamo of the province. 
It ia, aa remarked by Klllam, J , In R. vs. 
Robertson, 3 Manitoba, p. 620, " to secure 
ttio incrnaee, or to prevent at any ruto so 
as posaiblo tho docreuae of tho supply of 
game within the province, in order that the 
people of tho provinco may ocjoy tho 
sport of pursuing and killing the 
birds or animals mentioned in tho act, 
may have at hand a ready Bupply of them 
for food or for profit," and, as ho continuea 
to aay, "All of tho onactmenta ugalnet hav- 
ing them in poaBession or exporting them 
aro ovidently ao many occeaoorioa to the pro- 
hibition upon the killing at certain aeneous, 
and are all plainly dlreoted to the purposes 
montionod." 

I cannot aeo anything In the exercise of 
tho powor undoubtedly possessed by the 
legislature to presorvo tho game of tho pro- 
vince which la in any way overborne by the 
exclusive right of tho Dominion to regulate 
trado and commerce, bo aa to prevent the 
legislature prohibiting export aa incidental 
to and as carrying out tho general schemo of 
game protection in tho province. 

Tho contention, tlieroforo, upon which tbe 
appellant haa choBen to roat thia oase, that 
of the unconstitutionality of section 7, 
clearly fails, and thoappcalmust b|e dismissed. 
As, however, thia ia u teat caae and tho ap- 
pollant could, had he choaen not to waive 
them, have defeated tho proaeoution upon 
aome of the preliminary points referred i o in 
the commencement of my judgment, I It Ink 
there ehould bo no coBta. Tho "Gamo Pro- 
tection Act " very ueofully empowerB the 
government to make rules and rogulations 
for oarrying out tho true intont and meaning 
of the aot, and for the proteotion of game In 
tho province. I entertain no doubt that 
rules and regulations can be so drawn as to 
facilitate tho enforcement of the provisions 
of the aot rolative to the export of game, or 
parts thereof, whloh provisions, I am fully 
satisfied, aro perfecrdy conatitutional and 
valid.

AN INTERESTING OASB. 

Ib is genorally believed that tho newBpa 
per which fiirly reports tho spoocb deliver 
sd by a publio man at a public mooting is 
safe from a prosecution for libol. It ie aup 
posorl that if in tho course of his remarks 
the politician should say what is libellous, 
about anyone ho must be held responsible, 
and not tho newspaper which in the course 
of Its buainesa and without feeling of any 
kind roportod the worda ho uttered. But a 
deoiaion given by a Quebec judge the other 
day showa that this impression, though gen- 
eral — and, lot ua add, reasonable — ia erron 
eons. The man who has the deliberate in 
tontion of injuring the reputation of the op- 
ponent whom ho denounces may go free, 
while the newspaper proprietor who, with- 
out the alighteat malice, publiahoa the libel 
lous worda can bo punished. 

The case ia that of Pelland vs. Graham. 
At an official nomination meeting tho Hon 
J. A. Ouimet, Minister of I'ublio Works, 
delivered a apooch which contained remarka 
that Mr, Pelland oonaidered injurious to hia 
reputation. Tho speech was correctly and 
in good faith roported in tho Star. Mr. Pel- 
land prosecuted Mr. Hugh Graham for libel. 
"Tlo jury in the cise returned a vordict 
to the effict that the report waa a true ono 
and that it waa published in good faith and 
in the publio interest, but that the pUintilf 
had nuatained damages by tho publication to 
tho extent of $150, it bemg left to the Court 
to decide whether or not the defendants 
were legally responsible for that amount and 
tho costs." When the caao came up be- 
fore the Court of Review, Graham & Co. 
were adjudged to pay the §150 and costs, 
The ground takon by Mr. Graham was : 

I have merely reported what a political 
speaker has said publicly at a political 
meeting. I have not thus incurred any re- 
uponBibllity. If you hive Buffered, address 
yourself to him whose words I have 
roported. As for me I cannot be expected 
to oontrol what political speakers say ; pro- 
vided that I report their words faithfully. 
1 am proteotod by the liberty which the 
proas should enjoy in order to fulfil effica- 
ciously its sale and render veritable services 
bo the publio. 

Mr. Graham, lb will have to bo admitted, 
dosoribod tho position of the publisher of 
political and other public speeohes clearly, 
effootivoly and vory reasonably, but theCourt 
of Review with ono voloe rejected the dco- 
trino ho propounded. Mr. Justice Jetto in 
giving judgment doosnotappeartohave made 
any remarkB of hiB own on tho position, aa 
a newepapor proprietor and R8 an advocito 
of tho freedom of tho preas, takon by Mr. 
Graham; ho simply cited authorities. Chief 
JuBtice Dorlon waa the first authority 
quoted. In the case of Donovan voraua tho 
Herald Company, he aaid : 

" Thoro ia a too general impression that 
the preas ia permitted to publish all that 
takes placo at public mootings. This im- 
preaaion ie lll foundod. 

" A nowapapor haB no moro right to pub- 
lish an Insult uttered at a publio meeting, 
especially when this insult haa no connection 
with tho subject of discussion, and has no 
interest for tho public, than an individual 
would havo." 

Tho diotum of Chiof Jujtico Johnson in 
tho caao of Mirchand versus Molleur waa 
nsxi cited. It Is thla : 

4. OfficUl Rsporta, p. 1J3 : 

" This was an aotion of damages for libol 

*' Tho parties wore oppoelng each other as 
emdidatoa at an olootion for tho Quobou 
Assembly, and tho defendant published tho 
following : * * * * Thoro oan be no 
doubt that all this waa mattor of propor 
public discussion ab tho time of the publica- 
tion ; but the essential thing that the. de 
fendarU omit* to allege in his ploa in that 
what he published in the newspaper was true. 

4 « • 

" Thoro is of oourBO no quoBtion horo of 
tho right of public discussion. Free dia- 
cuaslon dooB not iuoludo falsehood to tho 
prejudico of another, and liborty dooB not 
imply groundless inoult to political oppon- 
ents. Tho public can havo no intoroab to In 
told anything that is untruo." 

Pollook on Torta says : 

" Tho publication ia no loss tho Bpoakor'a 
or writer's own act, and nono tho loss makoa 
him anaworablo, booiuao ho only repoata 
what he has hoard. Libel may consist in a 
/air report of statements which were actually 



made, and on an occasion which then and 
there justified the original speaker in making 
them." 

Finally Odgers, after having shown the 
falsity of the dootrine whioh permitted to 
publish everything with impunity, provided 
it oould bo shown that the worda pronounced 
were defamatory, adds : 

Again, on general principlea how oan a 
slander by A bo any justification for a Bub- 
sequent (lander by B ? Because one man 
does an unlawful act to any person, another 
is not to bo permitted to do a similar aot to 
the same person." 
And on page 207 : 

" Tho oonaequenco of reproducing in the 
paper calumnlea uttered at a pnhllo meeting 
are most eeriouB. Tho original slandor may 
not be aationable per sc. or the communica- 
tion may bo priviloged, so that no action 
Ilea againab tho apuakor. Moreover, the 
meeting may h.we boon thinly attended, or 
the audience may havo known that tho 
author was not worthy of aredib. But lb 
would bo a terrible thing for the poraon de- 
famed if Buoh words could ba printed and 
published to all the world, merely because 
thoy were uttered undor suah circumstances 
at such a meeting. Chargos recklessly made 
in the excitement of the moment will thus 
be diffused throughout the country, and will 
remain recorded In a permanent form agalnBt 
a perfectly innooont poraon. Wo cannot 
tell into whoso hands a copy of that news- 
paper may oomo. Moroovor, additional im- 
portance and weight is given to such a cal- 
umny by its republication in the columns of 
a respeotable newspaper. Many people will 
believe it merely bjcause it ia in print. 
There is in faot an immense difference ba- 
twoen tho injury dono by such a alander and 
that cauaod by its extondod circulation by 
tho preas. 

Thoao nob learned in the law may bo a lit- 
tle aurpriaed that tho loarnod judgo did not 
rofor to aomo Canadian statute defining tho 
liborty of tho preaa in this mattor of report- 
ing apeechea. But there dooB not aeom to 
bo any atatute law apulicablo to tho cise. 
Publishers must report specehoa at thoir 
own risk. When tho oircumstunoea under 
which many of them aro publiBhod — Bonb to 
the telegraph office boforo the . ink on the 
BheetB 1b dry, and sot up and prlntod, it may 
be thousands of miles from whore tli3y were 
dolivored, and given to the public a vory 
few houra af:er the Bpoakors had concluded 
their addresses, reporting, telographing, 
composing and printing aro done so rapidly 
that careful revision or a aearch for words 
that may be injurious to indi 
viduala is simply an Impossibility. 
Even in ordinary reporting thero Is noithor 
time nor opportunity to cxamino tho manu- 
script or tho proofs to find out whotber or 
not somo phrase or remark of the speaker 
may be conatruod to be libolloua. Wo are 
glad to boo that Mr. Graham propoBoa to ap 
peal to the highest court to find out whether 
or not in reporting, which haa becomo an 
easential part of a newspaper publisher'a 
buainesa, the law of tho land extonda to him 
any protection. The Star, in an article on 
tho caao, sayB : 

We regard thla caao aa one of auprome 
importance aa affecting the libarty of the 
preaa in Canada, If it be the law of the 
land that a newspaper cannot legally pub 
lleh a true and faithful roport of a speeah 
delivered publicly by Buch a rosponaible 
person aa a mlniater of the Crown, Buch ro 
port being published admittedly in good 
faith and In the publio Interest, it bocomos 
of importance not only to the presa but to 
tho public that tho law ahould be definitely 
declared beyond tho possibility of cavil or 
question. Wo, therofore. propose, as a 
matter of principle, to carry thiB question 
to the final court, 



THE CONSERVATIVE MAJORITY. 

Sir Richard Cartwright'a tariff resolution 
was defoatod by a majority of forty-aix 
Last year the Governmont'a majority was 
fifty-aix. Some of tho Opposition paperB, 
without giving a fair analysis of tho vote, 
do their best to create the impression that 
the Government haa lost quite a number of 
aupportora. This is not tho oaso. Tho only 
Conservative member who voted with thi 
Oppoaition was Mr. Calvin, a young mem 
bor from Frontenac. When he discovers 
the truo character of tho men with whom he 
is associated he will be glad to return to the 
Conservative ranks. As a set off to Mr 
Calvin's dofection there is Col. O'Brien, who 
oould not see hia way to vote with tho Grits 
on the tariff question 

Quite a number of Conservatives wero 
absent without being paired. Thia waa 
very careless on their part, aa it gavo tho 
Grit papers a ohance to brag for a day 
or two ; but that Ib all tho harm that 
was dono. Tho Government's majority 
In a full Houso is still fifty-aix, 
not counting tho Speaker. After tho 
laat goneral oloction it waa 27, and evon 
this small number was disputed. Tho result 
of the byo-oloctions has been to moro than 
double tho Governments majority, and yet 
Opposition partisans have tho impudonco to 
orow when aftor a todioua debato, of which 
everyone in tho Houso of Commons who had 
the loaat aenBo waa wearied, thoir party wa8 
defeated by a majority of forty-aix. 

In orcior to rofroeh tho memories of theBo 
very forgotful gontlomon, wo will roproduco 
a atatomont of tho strength of tho two par- 
ties aa wo find it in tho Montroal Gizstte of 
tho .'Hat ult, : 

A.n analyeia of last night's voto on the 
budget showa that ovory member of tho Op- 
position, oxcopt Mr, McCarthy, either vot- 
ed or waa paired, while tl.o Conservatives 
wero ahBont without being paired. Count- 
ing Mr. McCarthy with the Opposition and 
Inoluding the Spoakor aa a Conservative, a 
full House would, thoroforo, givo tho Gov- 
ernment a majority of 57, divided by pro- 
vinces as follows :

in the Speaker and giving Mr. McCarthy 
and Col. O'Brien to the Opposition. Seeing 
that the voting Btrongth of tho Government 
is ao great, it would bo oruel to begrudge 
the Times its oaokle about poor Mr. Calvin. 

" PRACTICAL HINTS:' 

In the Engineering Magazine for Juno are 
somo very ustful practioal hints for city 
officials. Ono of tho articles under thiB 
head is entitled " The Ideal City Engineer- 
ing Bureau," and tho other is headed " The 
Problem of Pure Water Supplies." We 
recommend both these artiolea to the earneBt 
and c ireful oonaideratlon of the members of 
tho City Council of Victoria. II they 
studied thorn at all carefully they would 
porhapa ba better, able than they are to 
estimate that vory buBy and exceedingly 
aelf Bufficient peraon "the practioal man'' 
at hia truo valuo. The papor on water sap- 
plies la by a gontloman whoao name haB a 
somewhat fimiliar aound ; it. is Rudolph 
Horing. Mr. Hering says q uito a number of 
things that aro well worth remembering. 
Ho tella us that the quantity of wator re- 
quired by tho inhub!tant8 of citlea varies 
vory considerably, from about 25 to ovor 200 
gallona per hoad a day. In Allegheny, Pa., 
tho aonaumption la ovor 200 gallons a day ; 
in Buffalo it ia l'.l.'l gallona ; in Washington, 
190 gallons; whilo in Fall River it is only 
29 gallons ; in Atlanta :10, and in Providence 
4S gallons por head per day. 

Wo had not many months ago quite a 
livoly controversy respecting the way in 
which tho propor quantity of water neodod 
for a city's supply oan bo osoortainod. 
There was a good doal of talk about tho 
rainfall and some vory myatorioua thiogs 
wore Bald about springs. Mr. Hering givos 
thoBo entrusted with tho managomont of tho 
affairs of cities somo very useful hints on 
thoao subjects. He lays ib down that "all 
running wator, bo it in sprlngB or rivorB, 
haa its souroo in tho rainfall." So then 
thore Is no mystory at all about where tho 
water in the springs comos from. Ib haa 
fallen upon the earth in tho ahapo of rain, 
and when the rain falls short tho 
How of tho springs diminishes, and if 
tho drought continues long enough 
It atopB altogether^ In conaidoring tho 
rainfall, Mr. Hering says that wo must 
not make tho basis of our calculation the 
hoavioaton record, or even tho averngo of 
a number of yoara. Ho says : " It is fre- 
quently necessary to detormlno with groat 
care the leaBt rainfall in a locality, both for 
a whole month and for tho dry months, bo- 
cause a supply of wator must bo measured 
by the quantity of water available in the 
dryeitt seasons, just as the strength of a chain 
is measured l>ythat of its weakest link " He 
saya, too, that under favorablo circum- 
stances, " wo havo been ablo to count on 
from ono-oighth to one-third of tho mean 
annual rainfall as colleotible ; the rest Is 
loBt." 

Out authority has something to say about 
filtration. Ho Bays : " The most perfeot 
and practicable process of purifying water is 
by slow filtration through sand. . . . Tho 
boat material ia sand of a certain degreo of 
fineness. Its active dopth should ho at least 
two foot, and it is found that ono aoro of sand 
can purify several mllllonB of gallona of 
wator in 24 houra under favorablo conditiona 
so that practically all tho bacteria may bo 
removed." 

Mr. Hering haB aomothing, too, to say 
about preseuro. " Tho prosBurea," ho aaya, 
" ahould ordinarily rango from 20 to SO 
pounda per square inoh." " It is a common 
mistake, " ho adda, "due apparently to 
motivea ot BuppoBed economy, to make tho 
pipes or mains too bmull." He aaya that a 
pipe four inches in diameter ia too small to 
aupply a territory at all oxtonaiva. Wo beg 
again to refer thoao IntoroBted to tho articles 
thomBelvea. Thoy aro plain and without 
puzzling scientific terms, and are calculated 
to froo tho minds of thoao who read thorn 
from orronooua r.otlona on the subjocta of 
which they troat. 
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Totals 136 79 

In thia classification Mr. McCarthy and 
Col. O'Brion oro countod with tho Opposi- 
tion and Mr. Calvin with the Government. 
Tho absentees laBt night wore : Barnard, 
Boyd, Carignan, CarBcallon, Corby, Fer- 
guson (Ronfrow), McCarthy (East York), 
MoDougall (Capo Breton), Molnornoy, Mo- 
Lean, White (Sholburne), and Lariviore.

if not fairly abreast of the 
horo, comes the heroine. 
*In fact, they have walked 
Hide by side since the dawn of creation, 
and Evo is the. heroine of tho primeval 
epic. 

Today, in confirmation of the general- 
izing democratic tendency, the individ- 
ual heroine becomes more and moro ef- 
faced in the concerted struggle of the 
sex to make the present their heroic, 
their triumphant age. Tho woman who 
dufiofl a social convention or advances a 
ptep in dress reform, practices medicine 
or law, publishes a newspaper or pre- 
sents: herself at tho polls is merged in 
the general cause. No moro distinction 
attaches to her name than to that of tho 
first man who ato an oyster, or that 
vaguo benefactor of his race so grate- 
fully apostrophized by Sancho Panzo as 
"the man who invented sleep." 

Yet tho first heroine, represented by 
Eve, and the latest, typified by tho so 
called "now woman, " have essential at- 
tributes in common. They are all to a 
greater or less extent creations of myth, 
legendary or fiction, as well as the ma- 
terial out of which myth, legendary and 
fiction aro created. There is doubtless a 
basis of truth and reality in tho story of 
Eve, and certainly there is a largo su- 
perstructure of fiction about that typical 
actuality, the aforesaid new woman. In- 
deed I tako much satisfaction in my oft 
expressed conviction that this formidable 
character exists chiefly in tho realms of 
imagination and is seldom or never en- 
countered in real Life. 

Tho ago of chivalry, which furnished 
woman's first great opportunity in civi- 
lization, developed three types of tho 
heroine, which, I think may stand a typ- 
ical classification for tho ages preceding 
as well as those which have followed. 
This classification, however, does not in- 
clude certain developments of this latter 
end of tho nineteenth century, concern- 
ing which I mean to soy a separate word 
in duo course. 

Chivalry, while in outward form ji 
martial organization, was at heart a re- 
ligio-social movement for the honor of 
"Christ and His Ladye Mother." As 
the worship of Mary, maid and mother, 
grew and spread abroad, for her sake 
all womanhood became idealized and 
exalted, and what is now regarded as 
tho most distinctive feature of chivalry 
gradually arose. No period ever devel- 
oped a lovelier type of woman — brave, 
yet tender ; proud in her purity, yet fill- 
ed with the gentle humility of the Chris- 
tian ideal ; modest, yet loving, and not 
ashamed to love with all her strength 
of heart, and soul and body. 

Its heroines, as 1 have said, may bo 
divided into three typical classes. These 
are, first, tho avowed ladies of pleas- 
ure, the dames galantes, liko Margaret 
of Navarro and tho fair doctrinaires of 
tho Provetical courts of love; second, 
the warlike, such as Norman Eloiso and 
Isabella, Britomart and Clorinda, and i 
tho inspired culmination of tho type of 
maiden paladin of Orleans; third and 
most sympathetic of all, the gracious, 
noble, queenly ideal, represented by j 
Philippa of England or Isabella of Cas- ' 
tile. 

Tho first type is as old as Eve and as 
new as thechronique scandaleuso in this 
morning's newspaper. She smiles out, 
in many guises, through the writings 
of the old prophets of Israel, in the 
songs of Solomon and David. Hers is 
The face that sunlt a thousand ships 
Ami burned the topless towers of Ilion. 

On Grecian Olympus she wins the 
prize where wise Minerva fails. She 
binds her brows with the fillets of As- 
pasia, and great Pericles learns wisdom 
at her feet. Serpent of old Nile, she 
sublines the conquering Caesar and 
charms the ftlarslike Antony to sweet 
ruin. On many a throne, or behind it, 
she reigns triumphantly through tho 
ages. And it was only yesterday that a 
modern Antony — General Bonlanger of 
France — paid her tho tribute of his am- 
bition aud his life. Yes, she is indeed 
pnoof the heroines of immortality. Con- 
demn her as We will, there she is, for- 
ever flashing back tho unanswerable 
argument of her smile, like Phryno be- 
fore her judges, 

To teach tho world that beauty cannot die. 

Tho second typo of heroine, t ho war- 
liko lady, cannot be said to appertain 
especially to any ono epoch of history, 
though indeed she is absent from our 
own. It is not reasonable to suppose that, 
feminine human nature has changed, 
{especially in a retrograde fashion, dur- 
ing these latter centuries. Despite tho 
traditional terror of a mouse, the phys- 
ical courage of woman is undoubtedly 
as great as over it was, if indeed the 
modern fad for bodily culture has not 
tended to augment it, and her moral 
courage, as it has over been, proverbial 
The timid, fragile, wasp waisted hero- 
ine w:ts merely a fashion of the early 
part of the century and is now practi- 
cally extinct. 



In these times women simply find oth- 
er and better ways of being brave. In 
the wars they minister to tho wounded 
on tho field of battle, or, what is moro 
trying and heroic still, nurse them in 
the hospitals, like Florence Nightin- 
gale, or Clara Barton, or Mother Marie 
Therese, superior of the French Sisters 
of Charity in Tonquin and lately deco- 
rated with the Cross of tho Legion of 
Honor, who served with her country's 
armies in tho Crimea in Italy, in Syria, 
in Mexico, in China, and was wounded 
nt Reischoffen in the war of 1870. 
Such, too, aro Grace Darling and Ida 
Lewis. Mrs. Peary is tho first heroine 
of arctic explorations, though several of 
the present generation have penetrated 
the interior of the dark continent. The 
wives of army officers in tho far west, 
farmers' wives in the east, widowed 
mothers of largo families in our cities 
and women with no husbands at all in 
bleak New England, all these furnish 
examples of both physical and moral 
courage that aro as fino as anything in 
ancient or mediaeval times, and which 
aro just beginning to emerge in modern 
fiction. 

As to tho queenly type, tho opportuni- 
ties for its development aro not so nu- 
merous in these democratic times, though 
it is not improbable that somo who are 
wearing the royal or imperial crown to- 
day — such, for example, as Victoria of 
Britain, Margaret of Savoy, orHarukoof 
.Taptui — will finally take their place in 
history beside their prototypes of old. 

It is of no use trying to write about 
heroines without mentioning Trilby, but 
I shall have at least the excuse of an 
opinion that is rather heretical than con- 
ventional. It seems to me that Trilby is 
doubly hopeless for generalizing pur- 
poses, inasmuch as her author gives a 
descriptive word portrait of her, begin- 
ning feet foremost, which seems impos- 
sible from an ordinary human stand- 
point, and then in his capacity of illus- 
trator draws a series of pictures of her 
which, while as artistically impossibly 
as tho word portrait, do not show us nt 
all the same person. 

Tho heroine of "A Superfluous Wom- 
an," whom wo naturally find at her 
looking glass, has a "small oval face, 
with a dash of color in her cheeks ; ex- 
quisite lips, red, like cherries; a short, 
dimpled chin, and underneath the wing- 
like eyebrows a pair of large, dark eyes, 
with stinni in them." She lifts her 
" lovely arms, " clasping her hands be- 
hind her head, and cries in a strange fer- 
vor of conviction, "I am beautiful, 
beautiful!" Mr. W. E. Norris' Countess 
Radua has a natural though "unnat- 
urally perfect" complexion, eyes of 
"that dark blue color which is rarely 
seen out of Ireland," wears diamonds of 
great sizo round her neck and in her 
hair and reminds admirers of "minia- 
tures representing beauties of the last 
century." Clark Russell's Miriam John- 
son is supposed to be describing herself 
in the following terms, which, however, 
are plainly tho sailor author's expres- 
sion of ]jig own robust preference i "I 
was il tall, young, well made girl, 
broad, but in proportion, and they used 
to tell mo that I carried my figure with 
the grace of a professional dancer. My 
hair was black as the wings of a raven ; 
my eyes very black and filled with a 
strong light, which brightened to a look 
of foyer in times of egcitenjeut. ^Iy 
complexion Was pale, but clear ; lny 
teeth large, white and regular, and I 
showed them much in talking and laugh- 
ing. I will not deny that my charms — 
and handsome I was — inclined to coarse- 
ness. " In George Egerton's "Reynotes" 
is a vague hint of something like a real 
heroine. "Her face is moro characteris- 
tic than beaut iful. Nino men would pass 
it, the tenth sell his immortal soul for 
it." None of those heroines, except Mr. 
Russell's, does anything much in the way 
of action. They think a groat deal, and 
the crises through which they pass are 
mostly mental, moral and psychological. 

This firings us to tho up to date hero- 
ine, who is nothing if not radical, and 
who is seen in her glory only when 
wrestling with asocial problem. Mr. 
Grant Allen presents us with a most 
striking and formidable example of this 
species, under the nanio of Hermiuia 
Barton, in that singular story of his 
called "Tho Woman Who Did." Did 
what? Why, lived up to her conviction 
that legal marriage is a degradation to 
woman, and that there can lie no per- 
fect union except upon a free will basis. 
Tho lovcmaking of this woman and her 
affinity— a worthy fellow, who sturdily 
holds out for a regularly lawful mar- 
riage — runs in this way: When he pro- 
poses to her, she frankly expounds to 
himher peculiar creed aud says: "Here, 
of my own freewill. I take my stand 
for the right and refuse your sanctions. 
No woman that I know of has ever yet 
done that. Other women have 'fallen,' 
as men choose to put it in their odious 
dialect. No other has voluntarily risen 
as I propose to do." Well, she has her 
way, and what is tho result? The un- 
happy pair are united, a child is born — 
a daughter, who grows up to fall in love 
herself and at tho same time to learn 
tho horrible story of her illegitimacy. 
This estranges her from her mother — 
tho father died when she was an infant 
— and tho despairing Hermiuia, "the 
woman who did," ends her career by 
suicide. 

This is tho sort of tiling that makes 
me, for once, agree with Mrs. Lynn 
Linton when she declared that the future 
woman will bo admirable only so far as 
she shall forsake her present extravagant 
pretensions and return to her own more 
beautiful and more natural life. As 
she is now, under her names of fin do 
siecle and new woman, sho is all wrong 
from start to finish and a national dis- 
aster rather than a domestic blessing 
and a social ornament.

Catch of the " Mary Taylor "-H.M.S, 
"Racer" to Relieve the 
" Nymphe." 

There is talk in naval circles of the whole 
fleet at present in Eequimalt going up to 
Vancouver for Dominion Day. Tho Royal 
Arthur will, it Is said, leave for tho Termin- 
al City a week or so before tho othor vessels, 
which will be only a ahort timo away. An- 
cording to last year's plans tho Nymphe will 
sail for the North very soon, to s»i!st the 
Pheasant in Bearing sea patrol duty. She 
ia now ready and will, it ia expeoted, Btart 
Boon after visiting Vancouver. English 
papers state that H. M. S. Racer, a cruiBor 
of the eamo description as tho Nymphe is 
about to bo commissioned for this station. 
She ia to relieve tho Nymphe about Christ- 
mas, so that the Nymphe, aftor her reiurn 
from tho North, will be hero hut a short time 
before Bailing for England. Auother change 
spoken of in tho same papors is that H.M.S. 
Imperiouso ib to replace H. M. S. Royal 
Arthur at tho expiration of tho lattor'a com- 
mission in May. Tho ImporieuBo is a sister 
ahip to tho Royal Arthur, her registered 
tonnage being 8,400.

Tho width gradually narrows 
to twenty-five foot on tho buck stretch and 
corners are banked In themost Boiontifio man- 
ner to securo the maximum of speed and Bafety. 
The banking, grades and Burfaco are tho 
throe specially commendable features of the 
Viotorlu track, ib being carefully modelled 
upon tho celebrated Springfield track — tho 
fastest in tho world.

CUBA'S INSURRECTION. 

8pain Decides to Send Ten Additional Battal- 
ions to Suppress the Trouble— Liability 
of the United Suites. 

Havana, Juno G.— A dispatch from Man- 
zanllla, announces tho surrender of the well 
known insurgent loader Fonzeca Gieverra. 
The insurgents have burned the village of 
Gulaa. A captain of volunteers named 
Jaime Torres was cupturod and shot. 

Madrid, Juno 6 —Captain General Mar- 
tinez de CampoB haa Hent a cable moes±ge to 
tho SoanlBh government announcing that 
several insurgent leaders aro expeoted to 
efTaot a landing in Cuba shortly and asks tor 
a roinforoemont of six battalions of iDfsntry. 
Tho government, after thoroughly discus- 
sing tho situation, decided to send ten ad- 
ditional battalions of infantry without de- 
lay. The republicans in the ohambor of 
deputies formulated a resolution asking tho 
government to respect the free disouesion of 
Spanish affairs, particularly referring to the 
insurrection on the iBlaud of Cuba, bnt the 
resolution waa rejected by an overwhelming 
majority. 

London, June 6, — Tho Standard oontoina 
an intimation to tho effsct that when tho in- 
surrection in Cuba is ended Spain will re- 
quest the United Statca to pay part of tho 
coat of suppressing It, adding, "There ia 
small pretence of ooncoalment upon the part 
of tho3e ttoing to Cuba from tho United 
StateB and the authorities must bo cognizint 
of it. Tho country which claimed and ob- 
tained dumago from England on account of 
assistance given tho South by armed vcsaola, 
whioh wore allowed to loavo this country, 
should bo tho last to allow armed men to 
leavo hor Bhorea and insurrect againBt 
Spain." 

U. S. TRADE WITH CHINA- 

Tho Consul Oneral at Shanghai l.'rces 
Greater Assiduity In Cultivating 
Oriental Trade. 

WASHINGTON, Juno 0. — Consul Goneral 
Gernigan at Shanghai has sent to tho Slato 
dopartment his observations on tho com 
morco botweon Japunand China and Korea, 
which he eaya will prcBent now phases 
aa tho result of tho termination of hos- 
tilities. Ho Biys that tho competition 
among tho Japanese merchants for Korean 
trade is vicious and luvs demoralized busi- 
ness. Mr. Gurnigun calls attention to tho 
fiot that thoro iB not in China or Japan a 
banking institution conducted by American 
capital. Groat Britain, Franco and Gor- 
many havo hanks in China and Japan, ho 
Bays, and tho morohonts of those countries 
aro supported by banking institutions of 
their own and thoy havo boon dividing tho 
profits ef Asiatic commerce. 

Amorican merchants in Asia are compolled 
to tranaoot tholr busineea through foroign 
banka. Not many yearB ago American In- 
terests wero mattera of consideration at 
Shanghai and Amorican commerce whitened 
tho Asiatic aous. Now other nationB arc 
pushing ahead, although googruphically tho 
United States thould supply the markets of 
tho awarming millions of Asia. 

DDE TO ILL-HEALTH. 

Japanese Minister Mutsu'a Retirement Caused 
by Sickness and tho Strain on 
His Health. 

Washington, July 6.— Tho roportod re- 
tirement of Mr. Matsu, minister of foroign 
afhdrB from tho Japanoao cabinot, haa not 
boon communloatod to tho Japanoao legation 
hore. It is Btatod that if Moau'a rotlromont 
ia truo, it iB doubtloBa duo to ill-health, aa 
ho aufiforod from aouto lung trouble which 
waB aggravated by tho recent struio on his 
hoalth in effecting tho settlement with China.
